Emil Griesbach was the first to 
take the floor and his; principal ques- 
tion was why the council fixed the 
rate at five mills fpr grasshopper 
poison, pointing out that it was less 
Vian nites that in other municipaliies 
A number of others asked questions 
along same line and, im fact, it is sel- 


dom there are 80 many anxious to], 


speak at a meeting jn this place as 
was evidenced on this occasion. 

The salaries of thp secretary and 
road inspector were critized, and when 
all puestions were presumably in the 
council proceeded to gnswer, different 
councillors taking certain subjects. 

The work of the copncil since its in- 
ception was gone over, somewhat in 
detail. 

As regards to the grasshopper pois 
on the council had nothing to start 
with in regard to cogt or information 
but after inquiring in Canada and the 
States cut the cost dgwn to four times 
less than lowest sidnats obtainable. 
then set the rate atifive mills. Soon 
after the tax notices were sent out the 
councillors saw the| estimate on the 
cost of poison was fpr to high and at 
onee set to work to yemedy the error, 
mut a study of the Municipal Act 
proved that it was! tov late to make 
the alteration, whith reading of the 
law was sustained hy an inspector and 
a written communication from the De- 
partment of Municipal Affairs at Ed- 
monton, the autharity being Deputy 
Minister Lamb, 

The councillors pexnowledged they 
had made a eGtats, and stated that 
if any person could show them how it 
could be rectified) they would most 
willingly do their utmost to cog ct 
the error. 

It was suggested the matter be 
given into hands of lawyers, but this 
it was contended would be costly and 
require a great deal of time. To ask 
legislature to pass an act to remedy 
the error would also require time and 
by the time either of the suggestions 
could be got into apperation it would 
be time to prepare next year’s assess- 
ment. Therfore, it was deemed wise 
to allow the matte} to stand and allow 
for the difference in setting the rate 
of mills next year; It was contended 
that this would ee a hardship par- 


ticularly on the ratepayers who could 
not pay their taxqs this year ae they 
would be charged p penalty. 

This was thoroughly discussed, but 
no way out of the trouble could be 
suggested. } 

The objection to\the secretary's sal- 
ary of $2,000 a yqar was the lowest 
paid by any of the neighboring mun- 
icipalities, where dom $26,00 to $2,- 
909 is paid, the office expenses of one 
amounting to $8,87¢ 98 for one year. 
It was stated thet the three posit- 
ions in Blackfoo’ Municipality were 
combined of weed and road inspector, 
and bailiff for whigh $1800 a year is 
paid as well as 15) cents a mile for 
auto expenses, 

At times the agguments became 
quite heated, butas pxplainations fol- 
lowed the differences of opinion mod- 
ified and some seal good was accom- 
plished. | 

There were only §wo motions sub- 
mitted and on divisiqn they were both 
carried. The first} put was to the 
effect that discussipn cease on the 
question of the ratejof mills charged 
gn the poison and the other read: 
“That we approve the actions of the 
Council of this Munidipality since they 
took, office, and now Pajourn.”—Carrl- 
ed, | 
From the discussjon it was gleaned 
that there is still $30,000 on the roll 
from Edmonton of back taxes un- 
collected and that}for this year the 
assessment amounts to $60,000 and 
$7,000 for hail rafe, making 4 total 
of $97,000. Of kKhis about $42,000 
have been colect¢d and at present 
about $4,5000 is ptill on the roll. 

If the work of gollecting taxes con- 
tinues as it has}been the mill rate 
should be considerably reduced for 
mext year.

Our Greatest Asset 


The greatest asset of any country is not its accumulated gold, nor its 
areas of agricultural lands; not vast mineral wealth nor great manufacturing 
industries; neither is the greatest of all assets to be found in military or naval 
power, nor even in great universities of learning and strong, influential 
churches, 

The greatest asset of a home is not the dwelling place no matter how fine 
it may be; it is not a comfortable Bank account which provides a guarantee 
against want and assures comfort in declining years. 

No, the greatest asset of a home, and of the nation which is only as 
strong as the homes of which it is composed, are the children. ‘Take away 
the children and the home soon disappears and the nation dies. 

Few, if any, people will deny the truth of these statements if faced with 
the necessity of making answer to them, but how many thousands and millions 
by their daily actions practically deny their bellef in these truths? 

The world regards war with horror and deplores the loss of young men 
in the best years of their life. The taking of life is accepted by the law as 
the greatest of criminal offences, Yet in this so-called Christian era, and 
boasted twentieth century civilization, conditions are calmly accepted, even 
legalized, which in their effect on the race are more deplorable than war, and 
worse than murder, which only kills the physical body, while the conditions 
referred to destroy the intellect, ruin the body, and kill the soul of man. 

These thoughts are engendered by reading the report of the latest United 
States census figures which reveal the astounding and alarming fact that ap- 
proximately 1,000,000 children between the ages of ten and fifteen years, out 
of a total of twetve million children of those ages, are engaged in work. 
This is child labor with a vengeance in one of the world’s most highly ctvillz- 
ed and prosperous countries, and a country which has long boasted of its great 
national public school system. 

What does it mean to the future of the United States, and of the world, 
to have one out of every twelve of its children between the ages of ten and 
fifteen engaged in gainful occupations instead of being in school? One arous- 
ed United States paper, which admits that statistical figures are cold, unin- 
teresting things, seeks to present the matter in another light. It says: 

“One million under-priviliged children, destined to grow to be under- 
priviliged men and women, to recruit the ranks of the half-witted, the gunmen, 
the incompetent and the criminal. 

“One million voters less capable of exercising the great function of the 
ballot because of poor equipment for reasoning power and decision. 

“One million dwarfed intellects to be the easy prey of prejudice, class 
consciousness and hatreds. Under-sized minds that will fatten the purses of 
the crafty and the consclenceless. 

“One million prospects for the I.W.W.'s, the Bolshevik!, and the other ex- 
ponents of half-baked theories of government. 

“One million people whose darkened minds will inevitably pull down the 
standard of art, music, drama, and life in all its ramifications, 

“One million little folk, at heart innocent of all these and other dire por- 
tents for their country, with a real and just grievance against the one hundred 
million who permit this immeasurable folly of child labor to continue.” 

And this paper might have added: “One million prospective fathers and 


mothers of the next generation weakened, not alone in mind, but in body for | 


the discharge of their great God-given duties and responsibilities.” 

Fortunately, conditions In Canada ‘are vastly better and in these Western 
Provinces compulsory school attendance laws, rigidly enforced, operate to 
largely remove this child labor menace, Nevertheless, cases are by no means 
lacking where parents strive on one pretext or another to keep their children 
from school to do work about the farm or home. These short-sighted parents 
seem to think the immediate and rather puny labor of their children is or 
greater value than thelr permanent equipment for life’s work and future 
citizenship. 

Recently, in one of these Western Canadian Provinces the school attend- 
ance age was raised by one year, but only after a rather vigorous fight, while 
the proposal of a two-year advance in order to include all children up to 16 
years was rejected, 

Yet surely the whole intellectual and economic life of the country would 
be bettered and strengthened if children were given a maximum equipment 
for their life's work. Our greatest asset should be encouraged and develop- 
ed; not restricted and retarded,

France Needs Wheat 


This Year's Crop Is Insufficient for 
Annual Requirements 

France’s wheat crop for 1922 is 
more than one-fourth short of last 
year’s production and nearly one-third 
under the customary annual require- 
ments, according to statistics issued 
by the Ministry of Agriculture. The 
rye crop is also insufficient, but oats 
and barley are more abundant than 
last year. 

The wheat yield is estimated at ,- 
000,000 quintals, as compared with 88,-} * 
000,000 last year and the country's 
normal requirements of 94,000,000. 
This 1s due to a reduction of 600,000 
acres in the area planted, the small 
yield per acre and bad weather. 

Preliminary purchases abroad al- 
ready amount to 7,000,000 quintals. 
These were bought in Canada and the 
United States at less than the prices 
prevailing in Paris. For the last 
month, France has been living on 
her old reserves because of the late 
harvest, so actually there is only 
eleven months to cover. It is esti- 
mated, therefore, that the shortage 
would have been only 24,000,000 quin- 
tals and as 7,000,000 were bought 
abroad, there remains needed 17,000,- 
000 quintals.

The Canadian Seed Growers’ Asso 
ciation constitutes an organization ‘of 
experienced seed growers, many, in| 
not most, of whom devote their prin-| 
cipal efforts toward the multiplying 
and maintaining in their purity and 
productiveness the “Elite” stock seeds 
that are produced by expert plant 
breeders who are for the most part) 
employed in connection with Govern ] 
ment Experiment Stations, both Med: | 
eral and Provincial. Seed growers 
who are operating under the direction 
of the association have come to be re-| 
gurded as the important connecting 
link between the plant breeder and 
farmers in general, Without the ser 
vice of our growers of registered secd, 
{t is reasonable to conclude that much 
of the excellent results derived from! 
the work of plant breeders would be, 
come dissipated and, in consequence, 
farmers in general would not receive | 
the full benefit from their work. } 

Heretofore, local demand for reuis: 
tered seed absorbed a large proportion | 
of the total quantity produced within | 
the district where it was grown, The 
recretary, by means of an annual cata: | 
logue and replies to inquiries, has 
been able to supply a marketing in- 
telligence service which in most yenrs 
enables seed growers to distribute | 
their registered and other good seed. 
The recent enlargement of the plan 
for registration has made it practle- 
able to develop seed production cen- 
tres with quite extensive acreage ol 
seed crop under superior conditions ot 
soil and cultural practices that are 
particularly favorable to the kind of 
crop. Thus the total production of 
Registered seed and of Extra No, 1 
seed grown from registered seed, has 
been, and js being, increased in geo- 
metric ratio as compared with ten 
years ago. It is important that effec- 
tive measures be adopted to ensure 
the eflicient distribution and the gen- 
eral use of all the best quality of seed 
produced by our growers, and in addi- 
tion that any surplus remaining in| 
favorable years of production be made 
available for export. Our best quali- 
ties of northern grown seeds have 
come to be highly regarded in many 
of the States to the south. 

Unfortunately, because of the want 
of proper organization, the distribu- 
tion of Registered seed, and of Extra 
No. 1 grade of seed which is grown 
from registered seed, has not been 
fully satisfactory. It was this fact 
that to the passing of a resolution at 
the present annual meeting of the 
Canadian Seed Growers’ Association, 
recommending the formation of organ- 
{zations for assembling, cleaning, stor- 
ing, financing and marketing of su- 
perior quality seeds of all kinds of our 
staple crops; and that, pending the 
organization of a Canadian Seed Grow- 
ers’ Co-operative Association, the Seed 
Purchasing Commission be given au- 
thority to provide a service for selling 
the surplus of such seed. 

The constitution and charter of the 
Canadian Seed Growers’ Association 
do not provide the authority neces- 
sary to enable it to enter into the field 
of merchandising on behalf of its 
members. Being, supported in part 
by the Government, it would be quite 
improper for that association to en- 
ter into competition with private com- 
panies engaged in the seed business. 
The Government now has one fairly 
well established and experienced or- 
ganization for the merchandising of 
seed grain, the Seed Purchasisg Com- 
mission, and inasmuch as trading ‘s 
not generally regarded as a proper 
function of a Government, it is to be 
expected that as soon as co-operative 
endeavors in the assembling and dls- 
tribution of good seed have become 
sufficiently well developed to meet the 
very real needs of agriculture, partl- 
cularly in the prairle provinces, the 
operations of the Seed Purchasing 
Commission may thereafter be discon- 
tinued as a Governmental institution. 

The Provincial Government of the 
province of Quebec several years ago 
established and now have an excellent 
assembling, cleaning and distributing 
plant at St. Rosalie Junction, Quebec. 
The Provincial Government of British 
Columbia have more recently develop- 
ed and are in process of guiding the 
development of an assembling, clean- 
ing and distributing plant at Pentic- 
ton, B.C. The farmers’ co-operative 
organization of the province of Prince 
Edward Island have an efficient seed! 
warehouse and cleaning plant at Ken 
sington, P.WI, The grain growers of 
Saskatchewan have had under consid- 
eration for several years the setting 
apart and equipment of two or more 
of their elevators for the assembling, 
cleaning and distribution of Register- 
ed und Extra No. 1 seed grain, The 

_ latest very satisfactory information is 
that the Minister of Agriculture for 
the province of Alberta has indicated 
that for that province he will provide 
on the basis of service at cost, well 
equipped warehouse facilities for the 
assembling, cleaning and distribution 
of Registered and Extra No, 1 seed 
grain and other seeds that may be 
yrown in the province of Alberta, In 
the early future there will be need for 
similar efficient plants for the assem- 
bling, cleaning and distribution of 
Registered and Extra No. 1 seed at 
Winnipeg, Port Arthur and Toronto. 
Their advantage to the seed growers 
and their pronounced benefits to far- 
mers in general have been, and will 
continue to be, so obvious, that we 
may be reasonably sure of their early 
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development at all centres where they 
are really needed and without the 
Canadian seed growers doing more 
than demonstrating their usefulness 
and the sound economy of their de- 
velopment and operation on the basis 
of service at cost. These special 
seed cleaning and distribution ware- 
houses ought not to become a publfc 
charge, and assuredly will not become 
a public charge unless, as frequently 
happens their development gains 6 
momentum in excess of requirements, 
with the resfflt of having warehouses 
where “they ought not to be estab: 
lished, 


Retires After Long Service 


Major West Served With Scarlet 
Riders in Peace River 
A ploneer of the Royal Canadian 


Mounted Police and the first officer 
to be appointed in the Peace River 
country, Major C. H. West, after 34 
years service with the force, retired 
recently on pension. 

Major West had a varied career 
with the force, acting in many capaci- 
lies during his long service. The 
history And traditions of the force 
appealed to him, and after studying 
medicine in London, the Major came 
to Canada in 1888 and immediately 
joined the Mounties, He graduated in 
medicine and surgery in the North 
West Territories and six years later 
he came to Prince Albert for the first 
time with the rank of hospital ser- 
geant. 

In 1900 he was appointed medical 
officer at the time when the Dominion 
Government made its treaty with the 
Indians in the Athbasca country and 
the following year he had charge of 
the R.C.M.P. in the Peace River 
country. Durjng this period was 
for long practically cut off fromf civil- 
ization, receiving mail only about once 
a year. Mrs. West, a niece of the 
late Senator IT. O. Davis, and a 
daughter of Col. C. E. A. Patterson, 


of Montreal, was one of the first 
white women to visit the post. 
After occupying many posts 


throughout the west, in 1919 he was 
again returned to Prince Albert. The 
Major is now living in British 
Columbia, 


Fast Moving Plane 
Can Collect Mail 


Bags Are Lifted By Hook Attached to 

Cable ; 

The research department of the Air 
Ministry are experimenting with a de- 
vice by which mail bags can be col- 
lected from the ground by an aero- 
plane travelling at full speed. 

It is hoped that, before long, acro- 
planes will be able to pick up the 
mails at intermediate stations, instead 
of all letters having to be sent to 
Croydon as at present. 

Collection is made by means of a 
cable lowered from the aeroplane 
as it nears the mail station. Attach- 
ed to the cable is a device which 
hooks the mail bags. They are then 
hauled up to the aeroplane which does 
not need to reduce speed. Tins of 
petrol can be picked up in a similar 
fashion, 

It may be possible, when the de- 
vice is perfected, for aeroplanes to 
collect mails from the roofs of post 
offices. 

The research 
taches considerable 
the tests, which were 
with great secrecy and attended 
with success, It is understood that 
more extensive experiments are to 
be carried out. Ordinary aeroplanes 
are used, and the work could be 
done just as easily with air Miners, 
such as those now operating on the 
Continental route, as with a single- 
seater military machine.

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Earliest Idea of Moving Pictures 


Englishman Has Traced Growth From 
Time of Confucius 

The earliest idea of a moving ple: 
ture was recorded in the time of Con- 
fucius, the Chinese philosopher who 
lived 600 years before Christ. At 
least this is the deduction drawn from 
his studies into the question by Will 
Day, a well-known figure in the Eng- 
Msh film, world, who has exhibited tp 
London a collection of relics and 
machines tracing the growth of the 
moving pictures from the first primi: 
tive {dea to its present form. 

The “shadow shows” of the time 
of Confucius are the first of all 
known endeavors to present animated 
pictures, From tifs early time, how- 
ever, there was a long period of in- 
activity in development, for the next 
record of progressive achievement 1s 
found in 1646, when Athanasius Kir 
cher published a book in Latin en- 
titled “Ars Magnalycus et Umbrae,” 
in which a description and illustration 
is given of a moving picture which 
the author had evolved with mirrors 
and a tallow candle for illuminant. 

Included in the collection is the 
original disc which FEadweard Muy- 
bridge used to settle the controv 
ersy between two American million- 
aires on the Alo Palto racecourse as 
to whether the four feet of a trotting 
horse were off the ground at the same 
time. 

The experiments which Muybridge 
carried out is said to have cost the 
University of Pennsylvania 40,000 
pounds, but the fact was proved that 
a horse did actually lift all four feet 
simultaneously.

New Governor of South Australia 


Appointment of Sir George Bridges 
Recalls Memorable Incident of 
War 

Major-General Sir George Moles- 
worth Bridges has been appointed 
Governor of South Australia, succeed- 
ing Lieutenant-Colonel Sir William 
Weilgell. The latter resigned the 
position because he said he could not 
live on his salary and had not ‘suffl- 
clent private means to afford the lux- 
ury of maintaining such a position, 

His successor, Sir George, is known 
in the British army as the “Toy 
Drum Hero!” ‘That term has not 
been applied to him in derision, but 
in recognition of a memorable inci- 

ent of the war in which he display- 
ed great gallantry. 

After the action at Le Cateau, in 
1914, the British army started on its 
great fighting retreat, and men were 
dropping out from sheer exhaustion. 
Major Bridges, as he then was, went 
back to St. Quentin to round up 250 
stragglers.

Making Dye | 
In England 


Terrible Process in Tremendous Heat 
Is Very Dangerous 

During and since the Great War, 
dyes have bene so uncertain that 
they have become af wide interest to 
women buying fabrics and clothes in- 
telligently. Here is how a dye is 
made, according to an English writer. 

A thick, black, evil-smelling sub- 
stance trickles slowly from a vat. 

A chemist takes an infinitesimal 
portion and torments it with acids, 
and tortures it with biting alkalis, 
and washes it with ether, and. dry- 
cleans it with benzine, and heats it, 
and cools it, and drops it into a 
magic potion, and adds it to some 
devils brew, and—hey, presto! 

He has caught the living fire that 
sparkles in the foaming waters of 
Ledore, and the bloom of the young 
heather on the heights of Ben 
Lomond, and the shimmer that hides 
in the shell of the pearl oyster—and a 
new dye is born, 

The lorries bang and clatter the iron 
kegs across the yard. The towering 
acid vats, whose breath turns cold iron 
into smears of rust, splash their con- 
tents into the huge stills, 

The electric motors driye the power- | 
ful mixing blades across the giant 
tanks, and the avalanche of white, 
glittering soda crystals falls like Al- 
pine snow down the wooden chutes. | 
The flood of benzine, that would burst 
into a flame rivalling Etna itself were 
an iron heel to strike a spark within 
a stone’s throw, pours into the seeth- 
ing mass. 

Then the great autoclaves begin 
their work, and the pent-up steam, 
with titanic pressure, carries out 
{ts appointed task. The great blow- 
ers force the reluctant confpound 
through filter after filter until the 
last trace of impurity {is removed 
and the few hundredweilghts of dye, 
representing tens of thousands of 


pounds in value, are ready for the 
dyers, standing waiting and = ex- 
pectant beside their vats. 

And over there, in the topmost 


story of a great steel and concigte 
building, a chemist of the Inter- 
ressen with acids and reagents, with 
test tubes and microscope seeks to 
find out how and from what the dye 
was made, and, baffled and broken by 
failure after failure, realizes at last 
that the beloved Fatherland is no 
longer the leader of the world’s chemi- 
cal science, but that the mantle of its 
former greatness is now on the shoul- 
ders of a young stripling—a British in- 
dustry which he himself called into} 
being when he plunged the world in!

Stone Age Mining District 


Mining Carried on at Isle Royale 1,000 
Years Ago 

Further details concerning the un- 
covering at Isle Royale of what are 
homes 
used by miners of the stone age, were 
given by William P. Ferguson, , of 
Franklyn, Pa, who was in Port 
Arthur while on his way home after 
his summer's activities, 

“Isle Royale is definitely placed as 
a stone age mining district,” he said. 
“Mining was in progress there at 
least 1,000 years ago; how much long- 
er, we dont’ knogy, but we found pines 
aix feet in’ diameter growing on the 
ancient rock dumps. I have long be- 
HMeved that there were villages or 
towns in that vicinity, and I have been 
hunting for three years,for remains 
of one. This summer we found an 
area covering at least half a mile jn 
width and two-miles long, over the 
whole of which we found remains of 
human habitations. These were 
largely pits, which had been dug for 
homes. ‘They ranged from eight to 
ten feet deep, and were protected by 
carefully built stone walls, which kept 
them free from water. Some of 
these walls had been pushed and 
heaved by the forests of passing 
years. Apparently they had been 
covered by wooden roofs. Some of 
them~were 20 by 40 feet in diameter, 
these evidently being communal dwell- 
ings. We found one 50 by 80 feet 
that had evidently been a fort. 

“These pits had been oriented, the 
sides running squarely east and west 
and north and south, the long sides 
being straight north and south, indl- 
cating that the people who built them 
perceived the relation of the stars and 
the sun to direction. 

“These people mined in solid rock 
the whole island over,, but did not 
dig their shafts more than about 20} 
or perhaps 80 feet deep.

Toronto from Duluth, William P. Fer- | 
guson, noted archaeologist at the head | 
of the Ferguson archaeological ex- 
pedition working at Isle Royale in} 
Lake Superior, has made one of the 
greatest finds in the history of the | 
northwestern research. He has dis- 
covered the remains of a large stone 
age village covering many acres on 
both sides of the Sibley River, near 
Graham Falls. 

It is believed by Mr. Ferguson that 
excavations will throw Hght on un- 
known parts of American history. 
Builders of the village, beyond v 
doubt, were the ancient copper miners 
whose work is found on Isle Royale. 
The antiquity of the find is further 
corroborated by trees many hundreds 
of years old growing in the ruins of 
the village.

No Easy Lesson to Learn to Fight 
Fairly 

When a man feels keenly upon any 
subject he is apt, unintentionally, of 
course, to overestimate the import- 
ance of that subject and in his 
speeches and writings he is apt to 
resort to the strongest language which 
his Christian vocabulary will permit. 
And if he makes a hobby of the sub- 
ject, and follows up the study of 
years, his whole mentat horizon will 
often become filled with it, and his 
hobby will ride him sometimes with 
very undesirable results. 

One thing that contributes to this 
result is the applause of those who 
are like-minded with him, and whose 
appreciation of his arguments is in 
direct proportion to their knocker: 
down character. This seems charac- 
teristic of most reforms, of politics, 
and of religious controversies. The 
crow is never satisfied until the 
blood‘ begins to flow, and the man 
who would fight fairly and never 
make an overstatement, is not likely 
to be a popular favorite. There is no 
doubt that it is popular to “go for” 
one’s opponent with all our strength. 

Yet it remains forever true that 
“wisdom is justified of her children,”

Free Speech in England 


Taking a Broad View of the Privilege 
Enjoyed Under the British 
Constitution — 

Those who follow such cases in the 
Newspaper reports must have noted 
with concern the growing frequency of 
police prosecutions for wild and furl- 
ous language. A man was charged 
recently at the Birmingham police 
court under a statute of Edward the 
Third, as a disturber of the peace, in 
consequence of his comments on the 
action of the judge who refused to al- 
low Sir Henry Wilson’s murderers to 
make a statement. When the stipen- 
diary magistrate pointed out that it 
was legitimate to comment on that ac- 
tion, the prosecuting counsel agreed, 
but he stated that “they had to take 
into consideration the times in which 
we lived and what was likely to be 
the effect of the man’s remarks upon 
those to whom| they were addressed.” 
There is a tendency to interpret this 
doctrine ina dangerously wide and a 
dangerously partisan sense. We are 
glad to see that the Birmingham 
stipendiary magistrate asserted good 
constitutional doctrine on this occa- 
sion and discharged the accused. We 
have no wish to see the old German 
procedure introduced into English 
political life, with policemen taking 
shorthand notes with a view to prose- 
cutions, This spectacle is becoming 
too common invsome English towns. 
This is not the English way of keep- 
ing the public peace, and the old Eng-

Great Britain Has 
All-Steel Airplane 


Less Vulnerable to Bullets and 
Virtually Fireproof 
Great Britain possesses an all-steel 
bombing airplane, a distiuct departure 
in aerial construction. Except for 
the canvas wings the entire machine 
is built of steel. Nevertheless, it is 
4 per cent. lighter than a wooden air- 
plane of the same dimensions. 

The claim {is made that this ma- 
chine shows a great advance over 
German airplanes’ constructed o 
aluminum alloy, which is said to lack 
the strength of British steel, It is 
equipped with two Napier 1,000 horse- 
power engines. Although designed as 
a fast long-distance bomber, it is said 
to be as easy to manoeuvre as a little 
fighting scout. This is because of 
its steel construction, which permits 
the grouping of all weights. 

Advantages claimed for allsteel 
airplanes are greater strength, in- 
creased load-carrying capacity, ease 
of manufacturing in large numbers, 
and the fact that they are less yul- 
nerable to bullets and = shrapnels 
white flying, and also that they are 
virtually fireproof,
